This provision will insure 2 
reaaccable and appropriate limitation end will permit exployees going crersene 
te ship up fo the seme eameunt of household goods which they would be authorized 
to have transported in connecticn with tranefers inside the United States. 

Bar. (¢) (2) ef seetion 311 will further amend the first saction of the 
Administrative Expenses Act of 1946 as amended, to permit the storage at 
Goverment axpense of household goods and personel effects of employees woo 
ase @eGloned to permanent duty stations outside the continental thited States 
whenever {i is determined thet they can not take household effects to auch 
overseas posts or they are uneble to use each household effects at the cver- 
seas pest. Tt will aiso permit the head of the department concemed to authorize 
auch storage in lieu of ehigment for reasons of economy. ‘The storage of household 
affects will be in accordance with regulations to be preseribed by the President 
and the weight of such effects wiilch may be stored at Government expense shali 
be subject to the game mancimeen veight limitations governing the shipment of 
heueenald effacte.

Ry adding a nev 
subsection which wili permit the transportation of the privately~oumed 
Ven¥Gie ot ton ivi ida eiplegen maplinuel Ac @se04 et tely Salis te 
continental United States. The treneportation of euch moter vebicle will 
act be axnthoriuad extegt when tt is detemined by the head of the department 
soncernéd to be in the interest of the Government for much employee tc have 
the use of the motor vehicle at hie post of duty. This new subsection wili 
alse péereit the tyanspertation overseas of a replacement vehicle when a 
determination: is made by the head of the departsent thet such replacement | 
is necessary for reasons beyond the entral of the employee and in the 
interast of the Goverment. This replacement provision would be expected 
to be used cnly in much cases ac the loos of the vehicle through fire, theft 
or wther such rapgons.
